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saiah was the grandson of Joash, King of Judah. His 
name means "The Salvation of Jehovah". He was a man 
of oomanding .personality.,. a statesman - , mho exercised a 
wide and wholesome influence in the nation of Israel. His 
prophecy has come to be known as "The Gospel according 
to Isaiah", -^f ter Augustine was converted, he asked Am- 
brose which of the books of the Bible he- had best study. 
The answer was, "Isaiah". 


This prophecy contains sixty -six chapters. There are sixty- 
six books in the Bible, thirty-nine in the Old Testament and twen- 
ty-seven in the New Testament. Isaiah divides in the same way: 
chapters one to thirty-nine deal with the coming captivity; chap- 
ters forty to sixty-six trout of the restoration and the coming 
Kingdom, 

Isaiah 1:1 tells of his long term of prophetic service, cover- 
ing tho reigns of four kings, at tho conclusion of the last of 
which Isaiah suffered martyrdom at the age of one hundred and 
twenty years. 


,r Who hath believed our report", Isaiahs question, found in tho 
fifty-third ohaptor, the first verso, is answered by both friends 
and foes: tho thief onsworod it by witnessing to tho cruoifiod 

Saviour as King, Lu, 23:42, Tho conturion answered tho qucstioi^ 
by witnossing that the man Josus Christ is tho "Son of God", lit,'" 
27:54. Pilate, who consented to His death, answered Isaiah by pub- 
lishing Christ as "Josus of Nazareth, the King of tho Jews", Jn, 
19:19. Joseph and Nicodemus gave the answer by begging His body, 
and, with loving hands, placing it in the new tomb, Jn. 19:38-42. 


In Isaiah 53:9 the word "wiclcod" is plural, and "rich" is sin- 
gular. Tho verse rcvoals that our Lord's doath was associated 
with tho wickod ones, and that Ho was with a rich man in His doath.
